Making an Impact: Over $500K Awarded to 
Local Nonprofits 


The members of IMPACT 100 of Northwest 
Florida voted and announced recently the grant 
recipients for 2019, awarding five $101,600 grants. 
Representatives of each nonprofit organization 
named as a finalist were present, as well as IMPACT 
100 officers and members.

Arts and Culture Recipient — Muscogee Nation of 
Florida, Inc. 

Project: Muscogee Nation of Florida Agri-Tourism 
Initiative 

The Muscogee Nation of Florida Agri-Tourism 
Initiative completes a heritage center site to preserve 
the history of the Muscogee (Creek-Euchee) people 
and enable visitors and students to learn about the 
First Americans indigenous to the Country. There 
is currently no museum or resource for the Creek 
Euchee inhabitants who have called Walton County 
home since this area was part of Spanish West 
Florida documented as far back as 1767. 


This project will benefit the 594 Tribal Members 


of the Nation by having a Tribal Center that will 


create employment opportunities for tribal members 
from the Micro Farm, be self-sufficient, preserve 
Walton County history, and be a unique productive 


business for the local area. This museum is a story 


of a people’s perseverance and survival methods 
through some of the harshest times in American 
history including racial extermination, Indian 
removal policies and Jim Crow laws. 


Education Recipient - AMIKids Emerald Coast 
Project: Vocational Training for At-Risk Youth 
AMIKids Emerald Coast is proposing to provide 
vocational training services for Okaloosa County 
residents ages 16-24 who did not complete high 
school.

Nestle Wants Florida’s Drinking Water for Free, 
Leaving Us High and Dry

Florida, perpetually in a water crisis, once again is 
poised to give away hundreds of millions of gallons 
that will end up in plastic bottles on the shelves of 
supermarkets. 


A company called Seven Springs Water wants to 
renew a lucrative permit that allows the siphoning 
of Ginnie Springs, a scenic recreational site along 
the Santa Fe River near Gainesville. 


For a farcical one-time fee of $115, Seven Springs 
would be allowed to withdraw almost 1.2 million 
gallons a day from a river system where the flows 
already have dropped 30 percent to 40 percent, 
according to the Florida Springs Institute.

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The agreement would be bad for the Santa Fe and 
also the fragile Floridan aquifer, which supplies 
drinking water to millions of people. But for Seven 
Springs the deal is sweet: free water, which it then 
sells to Nestle, the world’s largest bottler. 


Many of the Nestle labels are familiar: Perrier, S. 
Pellegrino, Arrowhead, Deer Park, Poland Springs 
and Zephyrhills, to name a few. The company is ex- 
panding its facility near Ginnie Springs and needs 
more liquid product. 


For decades, Florida has handed out metaphorical free 
straws to companies that profitably suck the water from 
natural springs. Approval of “consumptive use” permits 
rests with regional water management districts, the 
boards of which are appointed by the governor. 
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Sometimes the appointees are qualified and 
knowledgeable; sometimes they act like tools of 
special interests. Despite Gov. Ron DeSantis’ very 
public pledge to rescue the state’s natural waters, 
most of the district boards are crippled by so many 
vacancies that they can barely assemble a quorum. 
Like the Everglades and algae-plagued coastal 
waters, Florida’s famous springs are now in trouble. 
Too much groundwater extraction combined with 
diminished annual rainfall have sharply lowered the 
levels, and introduced harmful nutrients. 


Once-pristine Ginnie Springs now carries nitrates 
from wastewater and farm runoff—ingredients you 
won't see listed on Nestle’s bottles. 


The company won’t reveal how much—or little—it 
pays Seven Springs for the water but says it’s a caring 
corporate neighbor that supports conservation causes. 


“It would make no sense to invest millions of dollars 
into our local operations just to deplete the natural 
resources on which our business relies,” wrote a 
Nestle Waters spokesman. 


Florida isn’t the only state foolish to give away its 
most critical resource. Citizen groups in Michigan 
also have been battling Nestle over its pumping of 
public springs and aquifers. 


The Florida Springs Council, a consortium of 48 
organizations focused on water issues in northern 
and central Florida is among the opponents of the 
Ginnie Springs expansion. It notes that the Santa 
Fe isn’t the same river it was 20 years ago, when the 
original usage permit was issued. 


Trouble was evident as recently as 2013, when 
the Suwannee River Water Management District 
reported that the Lower Santa Fe had a “deficit 
of 11 million gallons per day.” Today, the river is 
considered to be at minimum flow. 


The sane response would be to reduce—not 
increase—the volumes being pumped out. A jump 
to 1.2 million gallons per day would more than 
quadruple the current impact on Ginnie Springs. 


Rejecting or at least modifying the application seems 
like a wise and obvious choice for the Suwannee 
district board. Unfortunately, that vacancy-plagued 
panel is one of several that the governor seems to 
have forgotten. 


Nestle has big money and political clout, so the 
state is unlikely to completely shut off the Ginnie 
Springs spigot. Still, it wouldn’t be revolutionary to 
require water-bottling operations to start paying for 
what they take, as California does. 


The Florida Springs Council estimates that even a 
puny, one-cent-per-gallon fee on the Seven Springs/ 
Nestle permit would generate at least $400,000 a year 
that could fund restoration projects in the Santa Fe 
River Basin, which is fed by dozens of natural springs. 


Statewide, the group says, a fee of only 50-cents- 


per-thousand gallons on companies such as Nestle

Music Brings Us Together

There is an ancient Chinese curse—“May you live 
in interesting times.” 


It might not sound like a curse, but the implication 
is that times of chaos and tumult are not something 
to be desired. 


We live in a time of tremendous divisiveness and 
turmoil. We’ve been there before. In 1968, our coun- 
try suffered through the assassinations of Dr. Mar- 
tin Luther King and Robert Kennedy. 


The Viet Nam war was at its peak. In many parts 
of the country, the integration of public schools 
was met with indignation and violence. Major cities 
burned as riots became commonplace. George Wal- 
lace ran for president. Richard Nixon was elected as 
our leader. Young people turned on and tuned out 
and flaunted traditional social mores. 


We got through that. 


The angst in our country today is partly genera- 
tional, but it’s also geographical. It has to do with 
increasingly divided economic classes of people, but 
it also has to do with a large part of the population 
felling helpless. Unlike 50 years ago, it is fed by a 
barrage of social media platforms that could never 
have been imagined. Tuning out is no longer an op- 
tion. 


We'll get through this. 


The way that we will survive these “interesting 
times” is not by blasting forward with revolutionary 
plans to shake up our country. Our best chance at 
getting to a better place is going to be much more 
traditional and much less dramatic. 


We need to look back to the past. We need to take 
deep breaths. We need to put one foot in front of the 
other. We need to remember what kinds of things 
bring us together. 


The recent Ken Burns documentary on country mu- 
sic showed the impact that music had on the fabric 
of our country. The roots of country music—100 
years ago—came from the Scotch/Irish influence 
in the Appalachian Mountains, the early black mu- 
sicians throughout the south, and the poor white 
tenant farming southerners who used music as an 
escape from the drudgery of abject poverty. 


Jazz music—“America’s gift to the world”’—is our 
truly indigenous art form. Blues, which is drawn 
from African traditions and spiritual works, was 
created in the deep south. Both genres came from 
our part of the country, and the music is performed 
and enjoyed by all classes of people. 


There are many things that divide us. Music brings 
us together. 


I’ve walked through college towns and marveled 
when a jacked-up pickup truck with white fraternity 
boys would roll past with rap songs blaring from 
their stereo. The song playing was likely “Old Town 
Road” a hip-hop song by Lil Nas X, a 19-year-old 


gay, black man. It is now the most popular country 
song in history. 


Art bring us together, also. The Kentuck Festival 
in Northport, Alabama, is one the highest ranked 
outsider/folk arts festival in the country. Jimmy 
Lee Sudduth from Fayette, Alabama, showed there. 
Sudduth painted with his fingers, learned to write 
so he could sign his paintings, and before he died 
had his art displayed in the most prominent galler- 
ies in this country. 


Mose Tolliver, from Montgomery, never made it past 
the third grade. But his paintings are hanging in 
galleries all over the world. 


Woodie Long was one of 12 children and grew up 


in a family of migrant farmers. He painted houses 
before he turned to art. He settled in the Florida 
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Panhandle and produced beautiful art until he 
died. 


Sports brings us together unlike anything else. 

In Alabama, where the governor once stood in the 
schoolhouse door, and where segregation was the 
law of the land less than 60 years ago, football still 
reigns supreme. But boy, does it look different. 

No longer are the students at the University of 
Alabama all white. The student body is made up of 
people from countries around the world and more 
than 4,000 black students. The football team isn’t 


all white anymore either.

Gallagher Is y . 


Coming to Town 


Not many comedians reach household name 
status. Gallagher, by his account, has logged over 
4,000 shows and over a dozen comedy TV specials, 
and has only been slightly slowed down by five 
heart attacks. His signature black hair has turned 
gray, but the Sledge-O-Matic is still at his side. 


On Friday, Dec. 6, he will be performing at the 
Village Door Music Hall in Destin. 


‘T’ve got cartoon projects on there. I’ve got three 
reality shows, and a sitcom, and this movie,” 
Gallagher says after a discussion on a script rooted 
in 23rd Century B.C. about the Sumerian priestess 
Enheduanna. “And that’s why I’m trying to stop 
performing live, and paying attention to try to get 
these projects produced out here in Hollywood.” 


Gallagher’s creative endeavors don’t end there. He 
has been working on a concept since 2005 to elevate 
slot machines to digital ideals. “I say that kids who 
have been raised on video games are not going to put 
up with stupid software. And so, I took the pay line 
and moved it to the bottom of the screen. And then, 
things can fall down, or rockets, parachute jumpers, 
infantry people can land.” He’s held a patent on the 
design since 2012. 


But not every endeavor is remembered fondly. He 
says one of the first and worst jobs he ever had was 
at aJ.C. Penney. “Putting price labels on garments,” 
he says. “I was so slow, they made fun of me. They’d 
leave me hundreds on a table and, you know, tell 
me, ‘You’ve got several hours now.’ And, oh, geez. 
I wouldn’t, I couldn’t do it. I remember that only 
lasted a couple of weeks.” 


Now Gallagher seems to create his own amusement. 
“I like to audition, what’s the word I’m looking for? 
Interview for a job. I sometimes do that for the fun of 
it. I just try to get a job, and then I don’t go there.” 


A common thread during our chat is how technology 
is evolving everything, from movies to malls—the full 
swing of the digital age transforming landscapes. 
Gallagher thinks a similar evolution is in store for 
stand-up comics. 


“Well, I think that for comedy to compete, it has to 
be programmed. You have to ask the audience what 
they would like to hear the comedian talk about, 
because up until now they’re just allowing the 
comedian... And a lot of these are stupid idiots with 
very little experience in the world and shouldn’t be 
on the microphone. 


“It should be tailor-made, it should be custom. 
You know? You should ask the audience, because 
audiences are different. And nights are different. 
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You're not going to talk about the same thing on 
Saturday night that you talked about on Wednesday.” 


In Gallagher’s view, comedy is going to become more 
competitive. “The guys that want to get up there and 
just talk about what interests them are going to go 
by the wayside. And nobody’s going to want to hire 
them. 


“They all look like a big wrinkle,” Gallagher says of 
modern comics. “They just pick their clothes out 
of the dirty basket. Because they seemed okay, for 
some reason.” 


By inference, that means Gallagher’s loud shirts 
and newsboy cap were all deliberate choices. Even 
the black and white striped tee that he often wore 
early in his career was deliberate. “At the time, every 
comedian who appeared on The Tonight Show had 
to have a jacket and a tie on, like Johnny (Carson). 
Well, I don’t think that’s approachable. I want to be 
a comedian of the kids. And so, I wanted to look less 
business-like. I did it on purpose. I just got the right 
stripes. 


Not every industry change appeals to Gallagher. 
“I refuse to do that thing where they can pay 
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and be backstage. I go out in the lobby, and I 
meet everybody coming in. And I try to imagine 
their life, and what I mean, and how I fit into 
this group. Because they’re all different groups. 


“There can be a family group that’s happy, and jolly. 
And then there can be lovers that are fighting, and 
then there can be some kids that didn’t want to 
come at all. And the parents brought them, and they 
hate me before they even know me.” 


After the amusing ping-ponging between topics, 
Gallagher turns a bit somber when talking about 
fans and the years on the road. “I do remember 
coming off stage, and saying to myself, I never 
stand there and enjoy the applause.’ I always get 
off, because then I have to convince them I’m not 
coming back. 


“And so, I never get to just wallow in it, and 
I've thought about it many times. I said, I had a 
wonderful career, and I ignored it.’ All I did was go 
out there and say the right jokes in the right order 
and work the crowd real good, and then get off.”

Former Harbor Docks owner and Beachcomber contributing 
writer Charles Morgan credits longtime employee Ann 
Jones (a/k/a Miss Ann) with the idea of opening the 
restaurant on Thanksgiving Day. 


“I came up with the idea to give it away and accept donations 
for Habitat for Humanity,” he says. “It started slowly— 
people didn’t get the whole idea. But it grew quickly. Now 
we're maxed out.” 


Miss Ann picks up the story from here. “I asked Charles, 
‘What do you want to do for Thanksgiving? Don’t you want 
to have Thanksgiving lunch?’ He said nobody went out on 
Thanksgiving.” 


She says the restaurant’s menu and kitchen evolved 
considerably over the years. Some time ago, Charles asked 
if she could add fried chicken to the Harbor Docks menu. 
Her reply: “You’re asking a black woman if she can cook 
fried chicken?!?” Back then, the Harbor 
Docks kitchen didn’t even have a deep 
fryer. 


Miss Ann says the restaurant served 
about 500 people that first year. “It was 
buffet style, which was hard to do. People 
would get up for more food, and someone 
would take their seats. The next one was 
a plated meal—the other way, we were 
running wild. 


“Charles, he’s the best person to work 
with. He gives it his all. We've helped 
build homes for Habitat for Humanity 
and donated to other charities. It’s gotten 
to be a fun thing to do. We couldn’t do it 
without all the employees and volunteers 
that come in to help out.”

On Thanksgiving Day, “there’s a lot of 
chaos going on,” says Harbor Docks’ 
Jackie Tway. “But before that, it’s a 
lot of fun cooking.” 


“We start making the cornbread for 
the dressing first,” says Miss Ann. 
“Then the turkeys come in. Last year, 
we did 175 or more turkeys—some people donate 
turkeys, so I lose count.” 


“Making the cornbread is easy,” says Ms. Tway. “But 
mixing the individual batches of dressing, we have to 
try and get the flavor the same for all of them.” 


Based on my visits, things seem to run smoothly these 
days. But, adds Ms. Tway: “Five years ago, we ran 
out of turkey and had to close at 5:30. That hasn’t 
happened since.” 


This year’s dinner begins at 11 AM and lasts until 7 
PM. There will be plenty of turkey and dressing, along 
with desserts donated by The Donut Hole. As always, 
it’s free, but donations are graciously accepted for 
Habitat for Humanity of Okaloosa County and Destin 
Harvest, the latter of whom will receive any leftover 
food from the event.

Reviews: Dafoe and Pattinson Shine in 
“Lighthouse,” Eddie Gets His Dolemite On 


The Lighthouse 
Directed by Robert Eggers 
In Theaters 


Dolemite Is My Name 
Directed by Craig Brewer 
Netflix 


A two-man chamber piece about a lonely descent into madness, which invites 
the spectator to join in the descent. Eggers shoots his moody, sometimes horrific, 
sometimes baffling, film in foggy black-and-white with a 1.19:1 aspect ratio. 
This means the screen image looks like a square (perhaps with a sailor’s cap 
tip to early silent German Expressionism). It also constructs a claustrophobic 
space in which the characters, and the audience watching them, are trapped 
with each other. 


Eggers, who co-wrote the script with his brother Max, delightfully captures 
19th century New England seafaring diction, especially in the grizzled character 
of Thomas Wake, played to snarling brilliance by Willem Dafoe. His assistant, 
Ephraim Winslow, is a glowering Robert Pattinson. The two are assigned to 
watch over a lighthouse until they can be relieved in four weeks. But in Waiting 
for Godot-like frustration, relief doesn’t seem to be coming. Time also becomes 
more fluid, and less understandable, both for the characters, and for us. And, 
at times, it is unclear whether we are in objective or subjective space. But all of 
this creates a powerfully dysphoric film in which you, too, will be afraid to go 
toward the light.

Overproof, Full Proof and Navy Strength Rumis... 
and the Cocktails That Love Them 


By Bruce Collier 


Every liquor store has rums labeled “overproof,” 
also called “full proof,” or “Navy proof.” The latter 
refers to an 18th century British Navy test for 
rum strength—whether gunpowder soaked in rum 
would ignite. If it did, the rum was deemed “Navy 
strength,” which translates onto 57 percent ABV, 
or 114 proof. 


Higher proof can mean a richer, more flavorful 
rum, the kind to build into outstanding cocktails. 
I sampled five rums of this ilk, all available in the 
area. I also found cocktails that show them to 
maximum advantage. 


J. Wray & Nephew (Jamaica) 

126 Proof 

$21.99 

Sampled neat: scent is funky and sulfurous. Taste 
is fruit rind, green pear and unripe pineapple, ripe 
banana. This rum surrounds your tongue, and it’s 
hot. 


Mixed and blended it’s a basket of ripe and overripe 
fruit—green apples, bananas, green pears, grilled 
pineapple, vanilla. 


I used J. Wray in a “320 Main’s Planters Punch”’—1 
1/2 ounces rum, 1 ounce fresh lime juice, 1 ounce 
simple syrup, 1 ounce plain water, and 2-4 dashes 
Angostura bitters. Combine all ingredients and 
shake with crushed ice, pour into a Collins glass. It’s 
simple but the best Planter’s Punch I ever had. 


It also shines in a “Papa Doble” daiquiri from the 
Floridita bar in pre-Castro Havana, honoring star 
patron Ernest Hemingway—3 and 1/2 ounces rum, 
1 ounce grapefruit juice, 3/4 ounce Maraschino 
liqueur, 1 ounce fresh lime juice, and 1/2 ounce 
simple syrup. Shake with ice and strain, then start 
a fist fight with F. Scott Fitzgerald. 


Foursquare 2004 Exceptional Cask Selection 
Mark III Single Blended Rum Ex-Bourbon Cask 
(Barbados) 

118 Proof 

$74.99 

Tasted neat: Scotch/bourbon color. Nose: No 
funky sulfurous banana nose here. This is a pot- 
and column-distilled blend, and it spent 11 years 
in an ex-bourbon cask, so it acquired manners and 
polish. There’s a touch of smoke, though, burnt 
sugar waffle cone, and roasted nuts. No fruit. 


Taste: sherried scotch, then peppery heat and 
a real mouth-coating grip. Caramel lingers on 
the palate, then, just at the end, the funk takes 
a brief bow. Vanilla syrup. A few drops of plain 
water release more of the toasted nut scent. 


I made an Old Fashioned (liquor, sugar, bitters) 
with this. The proof here is high enough that the 
rum shines through, highlighted by the touch of 
sweetness and offset but never overcome by the 
citrus/bitter seasoning. I tasted some banana 
and honey-vanilla, with a warm but fresh and 
floral finish.

Tasted neat, and with some water. Not chill filtered 
so it’s a little hazy. Light amber like scotch. Nose is 
butterscotch and taffy. Wood, wax/polish, wisp of 
smoke. Taste: more taffy, honey, sautéed banana, 
pound cake. Added two drops of filtered water— 
banana bubble gum, candied pineapple. Sugar 
waffle cone. Sulfur-y pineapple finish that lingers. 
More water draws out the candy fruit esters, overripe 
musky cantaloupe, and canned fruit cocktail. 


I also made an Old Fashioned with Smith & Cross. 
“Funk” is a common word used when describing 
Jamaican pot still rums. It’s a slightly sulfurous, 
aged molasses, overripe fruit scent and taste—dark 
bananas or late-stage cut pineapple. It’s off-putting 
to some, but with the same kind of charm possessed 
by stinky French cheese. There’s plenty here, 
especially banana, and cinnamon/clove taste on 
the finish that made me think of Christmas cookies.

North Beach Tortilla Co. Offers Sand 
and Sunsets in Santa Rosa Beach

Northwest Florida has a new spot to 
unwind and soak up all the beauty 
the area has to offer. 


Chef Jim Shirley’s North Beach 
Tortilla Co. opened shop in June 
on a stretch of sandy shore off 
Choctawhatchee Bay. It has quickly 
become a new hot spot for sunsets, 
good food and drinks, relaxation and 
fun. 


The location is gorgeous. Situated 
at the foot of the U.S. 331 bridge in 
Santa Rosa Beach, the restaurant 
offers an unencumbered view of the 
sunset over the bay. Almost every 
night, pods of dolphins play in the 
lapping waves. 


Dan Tinghitella, director of 
operations for North Beach and all 
of Jim Shirley’s restaurants, said the 
response has been great. 


“The best thing for me is seeing the 
people who come just to kind of take 
it all in—the bay, the sand and the 
sunset. People come here to let go. It’s 
become a destination.” 


The restaurant is one of the newest 
additions to Shirley’s enterprise. He 
is also the mastermind behind Great 
Southern Cafe, Ji‘Shi Ki-chen and 
Meltdown on 30A in Seaside, and The 
Bay, which is located right across the 
street from North Beach Tortilla Co. 


The restaurant’s menu _ blends 
Spanish, Southwestern and Florida 
flavors. Foods are sourced as locally 
as possible. Shrimp and _ grouper 
are freshly caught from the Gulf of 
Mexico. Produce is often locally grown. 
Everything is produced domestically, 
Tinghitella says. 


Blue corn tortillas are made in-house 
for grouper tacos. Fajitas deliver a 
piping hot pile of freshly grilled shrimp 
or skirt steak with onions, sweet 
peppers and poblanos. Chimichurri 
sauce and cilantro cream are made 
fresh in the kitchen. 


North Beach has indoor and outdoor 
seating and features a 60-foot open- 
air tequila bar on the beach. Over 
100 types of tequila and mezcal are 
available for sipping or for cocktails. 
Flights are also offered for taste 
testing. 


The building itself is a unique piece 
of architecture, Tinghitella says. The 
supporting pillars are actually made 
from footings of the original U.S. 331 
drawbridge, which was the first bridge 
connecting the northern side of this 
part of the bay to the south. While 
the bridge came down long ago, the 
history is alive in North Beach. 


Tinghitella says designers made some 
updates to the interior, including 
adding bright and colorful paintings by 
local artist Andy Saczynski. They also 
had to rebuild the sandy beach after

it was destroyed during Hurricane 
Michael last fall. 


The restaurant draws a diverse crowd.
